Bangs—Berries— Business! 
A 
combination that is doing some­ 
thing which no other section of 
Brown county is attempting to do. 
A combination that is making in­ 
dependent 
farmers 
and 
happy 
farm families; that 
is 
enabling 
them to ride in Fords and take 
summer 
vacation 
trips. 
That/s 
\jrhftt the combination of business 
and berries means in Bangs. 
The natives of the Bangs com­ 
munity have fingers which are un­ 
iformly dyed a dark purple; and 
the backs of their necks are sun­ 
burned a deep red, as a result of 
the long hours spent in the fields 
while the sun shines fiercely down 
upon the acres and acres of berry 
patches and the scores and scores 
of industrious pickers 
who 
are 
gathering the luscious berries and 
preparing them for the distant 
markets. 
Not less than five hun­ 
dred people are engaged in berry- 
picking in the Bangs community 
each »lay; and not less than two 
hundred and fifty crates 
of the 
berires are shipped from the Bangs 
station during each 24 hours. This 
means business and money; and 
money means happiness and inde­ 
pendence for the farm family. 
Organization Does It. 
Tin* section of 
Brown county 
which is known 
as 
the 
Bangs 
country is not different from other 
sections of the county. There i* a 
rich, sandy soil which r e e e iv e s and 
attains tin* moisture, 
and which 
produces abundantly any of the 
crops which can be grown in this 
climate. 
The production of ber­ 
ries can be successfully tried in 
any section of tin* county which 
has a sandy soil. Bangs soil is not 
peculiarly a berry producing soil. 
But Bangs people have found a 
way to make their berry crop pro­ 
fitable. The secret of their success 
is in the organization which is han­ 
dling th«» marketing feature of the 
business. 
This organization pro­ 
vides a ready cash market for all 
the berries produce»!, and us a re­ 
sult the produ»*tion of berries is 
being increased each year. 
The Bangs Fruit and Bern As­ 
sociation was organized 3 years 
ago. Not until this season, how­ 
ever, has the association been en­ 
tirely successful, 
although 
each 
year it has helped very materially 
in the marketing of fruits and ber­ 
ries produced by members of the 
organization. The plans of the as­ 
sociation are not yet perfected,but 
it is exp**cted that by next year 
-ue 
->q piM uotinzuiaJjo oqi 
ough and strong enough to guar­ 
antee a market for all the berri«*s 
and fruits which can be produced 
on an increased acreage. 
The Association Plan. 
The Fruit and Berry Associa­ 
tion, as reorganized this year, has 
thirty members. 
Each of 
theae 
members is required to sign a writ­ 
ten agreement to market his b»*r- 
ri**.s through the association, and 
to comply with all the rules and 
regulations of tin* association as to 
picking, packing, 
grading, etc. 
This means that the bcrriea offer­ 
ed for sab* by tin* association are 
uniform in quality, and thut they 
are packed in uniform manner and 
that full measure is given. 
The 
marketing is handled by a central 
salesman, John M. Alton of Bangs, 
who receives $150 per s»*ason for 
bis work, and devotes his entire 
time to it during the shipping sea­ 
son which usually covers a period 
of four or five weeks. 
The sea­ 
son this year will probably be a 
little longer because it was opened 
unusually early. 
Board of Manage»*' 
The Central salesman is given 
tin* a»lvart rge of the coiiitaut ad* 
ive help of a board of 
ofs, Messrs. T. < . Fit/ 
¡4 a wyer and 1 A. 1 h*d 
managers spend much 
in the tow n of Bang’',

fer suggestions and to assist in 
solving the problems which con­ 
front tin* salesmauager each day. 
Finding the Market. 
The main purpose of the organi­ 
zation is to provide a market for 
the products which are to be sold. 
This matter is taken up early in 
the year, long before the berry 
season opens, and by the time the 
first crates are ready for shipment 
there are a dozen places to send 
them. The co-operation of the ex­ 
press agents is a very important 
factor in the marketing of the ber­ 
ries. 
Each expressman asks ano­ 
ther to assist in providing a mar­ 
ket, and all suggestions from what­ 
ever source ar»* received, classified 
ami filed by 
the 
salesmauager. 
Other markets are found thru cir­ 
cular letters and general newspa­ 
per advertising, so that the sales- 
manager has on his books a large 
number of standing orders and in­ 
numerable special orders of var­ 
ious sizes, and has only to fill the 
orders as the berries are prepared 
for shipment. 
Letter to the Trade. 
The letter sent out by the salcs- 
manager to the trade is both int«*r- 
esting and instructive. 
It says, 
among other things; 
Dear Sir : We want to <lo soim* 
berry business with you this year. 
Our shipments will begin 
about 
May 15. We have both black and 
dew b»*rri»»N. W«* pack ami ship iu 
the Leslie wine quart crates, 24 
quarts to the crate. We guarantee 
»nir pack, and guarantee it to reach 
you in goo»l condition. On receiv­ 
ing a shipment from us please see 
that our association stamp is on 
each erat*\ in addition to that of 
the grower. 
Examine all crates 
and if anything is found which is 
not satisfactory, be sure to report 
to us. giving th** name of the grow­ 
er that is stamped on tin* crate.” 
Such a letter is calculated to in­ 
spire confidence, ami encourage or 
tiers. 
It shows that the 
Bangs 
Fruit and Berry Association is on 
the square; that it wants to sell a 
first-class product, and is willing 
to guarantee it to be first-class. 
In addition to berries >«d»l to 
wholesale houses, th»* association 
has arranged for several c o m m is ­ 
sion houses to sell the 
product, 
and these commission houses are 
very covnenient to take <*ar** of a 
surplus ¡hat it packed at intervals 
of a few days. Th*» local patron­ 
age is always given tbr preference, 
r.nd 
er iraordinary 
efforts 
are 
made to secure a local market. 
Facktag and Shipping. 
The pa* king and 
shipping of 
berries is done accor ling to a set 
of iron-clad rules which are for­ 
mulated by the full membership of 
the association. Then«* rules are : 
1st. Keep up with the picking, 
pick the patch over even* day. 
“ 2nd, Pi<*k the berries in the 
»lark red or purple color stage. 
“ 3rd. Pick the cups full; don’t

Buying the Crates. 
“ Where «to the 
crates 
come 
from? 
is one of the first ques­ 
tions asked by the person not fa­ 
miliar with the work of the aa- 
sociation; ami the answer is,“ from 
Pittsburgh, Penn. “The crates are 
bought before the opening of the 
season, a carload at a time. 
The 
growers pay cash for the crates, 
take advantage of the 
discount, 
and get them at a little less than 
eleven cents 
each. 
Th»* 
crates 
come knocked down. 
Upon arri­ 
val of the car, each member calls 
for the number of crates which he 
expects to use during the season, 
pays for them, takes them home 
ami begins to build them, so that 
when the busy picking season op­ 
ens there will be nothing to do 
but pick and pack—pi»*k and pack 
every day as long as there is a 
dark red berry in tin* patch. 
It happens very frequently that 
some of the growers haven’t suf­ 
ficient money to pay for their cra­ 
tes upon arrival of the ear. In stick 
cases, however, tin* Bangs bank 
standi ready to make tin* neces­ 
sary loan, and considers this class 
of loans about tin* best business 
that it docs. 
Parenthetically it 
may be stated that the First State 
Bank of Bungs is a real bunk, and 
is one of the most enterprising in­ 
stitution* in this whole section *»f 
the state. 
Preparing for Market. 
The berries are 
picked 
and 
packed according to tin* rules of 
the association. 
Each 
crate is 
stomped with the name of tin* own­ 
er, and is then brought to the 
Santa Fe depot in Bangs 
and 
turned over to tin* salesmauager. 
The manager issues to the grower 
simply a receipt for the number *>f 
crates of dew or black berries r«*- 
ceived by him, and tin* grower, re- 
ln*v«*<l of all farther responsibili­ 
ty, return*' to his berry puteh and 
b' Lfins filling other crates, 
in a 


of the association, while in anoth­ 
er book he keeps an equally accur­ 
ate account of all the crates shif£t 
p»*»L to w'hom shipped and amount 
of money received from each buy­ 
er. 
Paying the Grower. 
♦ 
When the salesmauager accum­ 
ulates a fund of a thousand dollaX 
from the money received from the 
purchasers of berries, he distrib­ 
utes it among the growers, each 
grower cashing in his receipts ac­ 
cording to the number of erate&Jie 
has shipped. 
This enables eae 
grower to receive a unifqirm price 
for his berries, and gives' the inga 
who sells a hundred crates during 
the season an equal opportunity 
with the man who markets a thous­ 
and crates. After the first or see- 
oud division of funds the sales- 
manager begins to hold 
out of 
each thousand dollars five per cent 
to be placed in the expense fund. 
Last year the expense ip*a slightly 
over five per cent, bud thkl year 
Mr. Aiton hopes to reduce It even 
below' that low figure. In 
tbir, 
way the expense of the season’s 
business is divided between 
the 
growers according to the benefits 
they have received from the or* 
ganization.—Brownwood Bulletin.
